I have been provided an FD-645, "Warning And 
Assurance To Employee Required To Provide Information” form* I 
have read this form and I understand my rights as indicated on 
this form. 


I entered on duty with the FBI in a support position 
on 6/22/70 and as a Special Agent on 7/6/76. I am currently the 
Unit Chief of the Government Fraud Unit of the Criminal 
Investigative Division at FBIHQ. 

Approximately 11:15 p.m. on 2/1/91, I was traveling 
northbound on Interstate 295 in Maryland in a personally owned 
automobile. I was driving in the outside lane and was about to 
pass an automobile that was in the inside lane, when the same 
vehicle pulled into my lane, striking my vehicle in the right 
front side of my automobile. As I pulled over after being struck 
by this automobile, I noticed that another automobile was in the 
southbound lanes of 1-295 and was on fire. This automobile fire 


was unrelated to this automobile accident. I 



^j^ecided to park my vehicle away from the automobile that was on 
fire because of a concern that it might explode. I parked my 
vehicle approximately 75 to 100 yards away from the burning 
vehicle and walked back to the location where the car that had 
struck my vehicle was stopped. I asked the driver of the vehicle 
that struck me if he was o.k. and I determined his name to be 

He did not indicate he had any injuries. There was 


some damage to his left rear wheel area. 

A short time later, I observed an Anne Arundel 
County, Maryland police officer who I believed to be a canine 
officer.

The officer advised he would not be conducting an 
investigation of the accident in view of the fact it was the 
responsibility of the Maryland State Police and he advised that a 
Maryland state Police trooper was enroute to the accident.

On Monday morning, 2/4/91, SSA O'Neill advised 
Assistant Section Chief (ASC) John Paul O'Connor, WCCS, CID, of 
his contact with a Maryland State Trooper during the evening of 
Friday 2/1/91, as a result of his involvement in a traffic 
accident while in an off duty status and operating his personal 
vehicle. *SSA O'Neill provided a copy of State of Maryland Motor 
Vehicle Accident Report number 5204991 relating to the accident. 
The copy of this report has been maintained in SSA O’Neill's 
personnel folder. A copy of the accident report provided by SSA 
O'Neill is attached hereto for information and reference, SSA 
O'Neill advised at that time that the driver of the other vehicle 
had been issued a citation by the Maryland State Trooper who 
investigated the accident. 

SSA O'Neill advised that he did identify himself only 
once to the State Trooper as he (SSA O'Neill) was armed with his 
service revolver. It should be noted that, within the last year, 
a Maryland State Trooper was shot and killed after a routine 
traffic stop between Washington and Baltimore. 

CID COMMENTS : SSA O'Neill is an excellent employee and has not 
been a disciplinary problem in the FBI. He was driving his 
personally owned vehicle when he became involved in a traffic 
accident while enroute home from Washington, D.C. SSA O'Neill 
resides near the city of Baltimore. The Maryland State Police 
Officer responded to the accident scene and a citation was issued 
to the other driver, who entered SSA O'Neill's lane of traffic 
and struck SSA O'Neill's vehicle. SSA O'Neill was armed with his 
service revolver and identified himself to the responding State 
Trooper. The next working day, SSA O'Neill reported the incident 
to his Supervisor, ASC O'Connor, and furnished a copy of the 
Maryland State Police Report of the incident. Further, the 
insurance company of the other driver has assumed liability for 
the accident and has settled all claims with SSA O'Neill relating 
to the accident. 

Based on the above, CID does not believe that FBI 
policies or procedures were violated and recommends that no 
further action be taken with regard to this incident.

The AAC police officer 
advised ASAC O'Neill that the investigation of the incident was 
within the jurisdiction of the Maryland State Police, and that a 
trooper was en route to the site. During a casual conversation 
with the AAC police officer, ASAC O'Neill mentioned that he was 
an FBI A gent, a nd had lectured at the Anne Arundel County Police 
Academy. | [ apparently overheard this conversation between 

ASAC O'Neill and the AAC police officer because he made a comment 
about ASAC O'Neill being an FBI Agent. The conversation between 
ASAC O'Neill and the AAC police officer was casual in nature, and 
ASAC O'Neill did not intend it to influence the outcome of the 
investigation, especially since the AAC police officer would not 
be conducting it. 

A short time later, Trooper I | arrived at the scene 

to conduct the investigation. ASAC O 'Neill did not remember 
identifying himself to Trooper I ~| as an FBI Agent, 

ASAC O'Neill believed that it was possibl e that he identified 
himself as an FBI Agent to Trooper ! I because he was wearing 

an ankle holster at the time, and might have been conce rned a bout 
the possibility of it being observe d. ASAC O'Neill and||were 
both interviewed by Trooper j 1 and |~ I was issued a 

citatio n. ASA C O'Neill denied making any attempt to influence 
Trooper ! I in her investigation of the accident. 

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIVE DIVISION (CID) RECOMMENDATION 

Based upon the finding that ASAC O'Neill conducted 
himself in a proper and professional manner, CID recommended no 
administrative action betaken against ASAC O'Neill. 

ASP ANALYSIS AND RECOMMENDATION 


ASD concurs with the recommendation of CID. 

Based upon a review of the information developed during 
the administrative inquiry there does not appear to be any 
credible or substantial evidence that ASAC O'Neill attempted to 
use his position as an FBI Agent to influence the investigation 
of the accident. ASD recommends no action be taken against 
ASAC O'Neill.

His purpose in coming to the office was to find out how to 
make an administrative claim against the FBI in connection 
with the auto accident betw een hi m and ASAC JOHN P. O'NEILL on 
2/1/91* As FBIHQ is aware . T I filed a lawsuit in U.S. 
District Court in Maryland against the FBI in January, 1992, 
regarding the m atter. That suit was recently dismissed for 
the re ason th at I ~| failed to first file an administrative 
claim. I I was given a claim form and it is expected that he 

will file a claim shortly. Obviously, the claim will be 
denied since ASAC O'NEILL was not within the scope of his 
employment when the accident occurred. 

With regard to the lawsuit, in paragraph 1 of the 
complaint, I l alleoes that ASAC O' NEILL testified in traffic 
court (in connection with the ticket ! I received as a result 
of the accident) tha t he n had been drin king before he left his 
job." Baltimore PLA I 1 has obtained and 

reviewed a taped transcript of the proceedings from the 
District Court of Mary land. Anne Arunde l County, on 6/5/91 in 
the matter of State v.I I 
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263-HQ-2169 


On the tape, ASAC O'NEILL testified that he had one 
drink after he left work. There is no mention of alcohol 
consumption at work or that ASAC O'NEILL had more than one 
drink. The Maryland State Police (MSP) trooper who investiga¬ 
ted the accident made no remarks regarding alcohol consumption 
nor did the judge. 

It should also be noted that counsel for I I in 

his final argument, alleged that ASAC O'NEILL had improperly 
flashed his badge in an effort to influence the investigating 
trooper. The judge asked counsel if he really believed the 
record reflected that or whether counsel was simply taking 
advantage of the fact that ASAC O'NEILL identified himself. 

At that point, counsel conceded he was taking advantage of 
that fact. The judge responded, "Just wanted to know." 

Therefor e, a review of the taped proceedings does 
not support ! I allegation in paragraph 1 of the complaint, 

i.e. that ASAC O'NEILL testified that he "had been drinking 
before he left his job." 

Baltimore will maintain a copy of the taped 
proceedings in its file. 
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
